Tons of Freight Unloading—Taco- 


ma Repairs-Arizona Men May 


Go Into Camp Here. 


Thirty escort wagons and fourteen 


ambulances with "U. 8. A." on them 
will be placed on the roads of Hawaii 
net this week. This morning the trans- 
port Taeoma will discharge these, and 
also about 300 tons of feed for 
the 


horses and mutes, belonging to* t&e 
United States Government now on pas- 
ture in Iwilel. A week on the turf has 
made the mules quite frisky and it will 
be some work for the teamsters to 
catch them and harness them, pp. Al- 
though the wagons and ambulances 
are intended for four males each, only 
two will be used. Lieut Cameron, 
who has charge of the Tacoma's cargo 
and live stock, thinks the roads around 
Honolulu so good that two mules can 
do the work all right The escort 
wagons will be used for carting all the 
commissary stores to and from the 
steamers, the depot and the various 
camps about the island. Six thousand 
soldiers will keep the ambulances busy 
if the camps are scattered. 


It would take about three weeks more 


to complete repairs to the Tacoma's 
boiler and condenser if work -were con- 
tinued. Orders were received yester- 
day to stop the work, however, and 
nothing further will be done until word 
is receive! by the Scandla, due next 
Thursday, as to the movements of the 
Taeoma and its cargo. 


Gen. Merriam stated yesterday after- 


noon that his orders fiom Washington

"These Instructions ap-~ 
plied to the Taeoma and her cargo of 
live stock as well as to the Arizona 
and the troops. Whether the Taeoma 
will go to Manila or return to San 
Francisco no man this side of the coast 
knows. It is not Jbelieved here, how- 
ever, that she will ever reach the Phil- 
ippines, inasmuch as the terms of peace 
end the necessity for cavalry animals 
there. 


Arrangements are now making to put 


the troops on the Arizona in camp at 
Kapiolani park in case movements are 
delayed by coming orders from 
the 


War Department This will mean 
merely an extension of the present 
camp to accommodate the recruits. 
The commissary department at this 
post is now thoroughly established and 
can easily stand the additional strain. 
A few of the Arizona men stopped at 
the camp last night. 


Q«n. Merriam is a true friend to a 


cable for Honolulu. Unless all indica- 
tions fail he will urge upon the Gov- 
ernment at Washington the immediate, 
pressing necessity for connecting the 
Islands with the Mainland. It will be 
urged as a military necessity of great 
moment, especially in view of the 
movement of all expeditionary forces 
to this city. There seems a probability 
that the cable will foHow the troops 
quickly as a military precaution, even 
if the line is sold after the Philippine 
question ia fully disposed of. 


Yesterday the Arizona discharged a 


large quantity of hay, intended lor the 
Tacoma's live stock at Manila. It will 
be taken to the Iwilel pasture today. 
Over a hundred tons of supplies for 
Honolulu were also discharged. It is 
this stuff that th« Tacoma's wagons 
will haul today and during the week.

The Great American Metropolis Ex* 


tends a Royal Welcome — Seven 


Biff Fighters Under Steam. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20 —Hundreds of 


thousands of people along the banks of 
the Hudson, and thousands on all styles 
of river craft, blended their shouts In a 
royal velcotrib to the returned North At- 
lantic squadron under command of Rear 
Admiral Sampson, and a» fine an August 
day aa could be desired was Nature's 
tribute tp the returning victors. For al- 
most three solid hours steam whistles 
steam sirens and small guns along the 
shores shrieked and boomed in the effort 
to display the heartiest enthusiasm for 
the homecoming of the naval heroes with 
their battle-scarred ships. 
Early in the morning the seven big 
ships—the New York, Iowa, Indiana, 
Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Oregon and 
Texas—lay In New York Bay, Just off 
TomMnsvlHe 
There was no idea with 
Admiral Sampson that New York was 
prepared for a rousing reception, but the 
news was brought shortly by a tug from 
a navy yard, and all the ships of th 
preparations for dress review. 
By 9 o'clock the big, dull-looking fight- 
Ing ships, looming high above the pic- 
turesque confusion of the smaller craft, 
which had come down to get a glimpse 
of the ships, were ready for movement 
Strung out along their decks, in long, 
regular lines, were the white uniformed 
jackies, with here and there a blue-coated 
officer, all strongly contrasted against 
the somber, lead-colored armor of the 
ships. 
When the hour for the start came, it 
looked as if it would be impossible for 
the great ships to make their way through 
the Jam of river craft Vessels of all des- 
criptions, from the smallest steam launch 
to the great ocean liner, were banked 
around the squadron Cheers and shouts 
of •welcome arose from every deck, and 
the boats' whistles all joined In the 
shouts. 
Suddenly there was a movement on the 
flagship New York as the big ship start- 
ed forward with a slow, stately glide She 
was quickly followed by the six other ves- 
sels in; the following order 
Iowa, Indi-

line with Governor's Island the other ships

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A STOCK EXCHANGE. 


The plan of organizing a stock ex- 


change is excellent. So long as stocks 
are bought and sold, as they will be, 
the more <ruickly the method of dis- 
posing of them to the best advantage 
is adopted the better it will be for all. 


That stock exchanges are used for 


speculative purposes, and many per- 
sons are inevitably ruined thereby, is 
true enough. So are potatoes used for 
making whiskey in Ireland. So can the 
Juice of the sugar cane be fermented, 
and converted into alcohol. The argu- 
ment urged by some that a stock ex- 
change will tempt young men to ven- 
ture into undesirable speculations, is 
the foolish and impracticable argument 
that a young man should be best edu-

young man can have is to face tempta- 
tions and "down" them. The best way 
Jor a soldier to meet his enemy is not 
to run away from him, but face him. 


Every few years on the Mainland 


there haw been hysterical 
periods, 


during which laws have been passed 
forbidding speculation in stocks, grain 
or coin. As these fetters on free trade 
injure' commerce, they are either re- 
pealed or become dead letters. The 
moment business of many kinds as- 
sumes certain proportions, exchanges 
are more than useful; they are neces- 
sary. They will, of course, be used for 
speculative purposes. Indeed all busi- 
ness has a definite element of specula- 
tion in it. The Chinese vegetable gar- 
dener raises lettuce, on the theory, or 
speculation, 
that 
some one 
will 


buy it. Sometimes he finds no pur- 
chasers. His speculation has failed. 


The stock exchanges do not neces- 


sarily create business. They regulate 
it, if it .exists. Able m«n have tried for 
thirty years to establish a mining stock 
exchange In New York City. Every 
effort haaJSailed. Look at the general 
market quotations. There is no min- 
ing list, because there are no substan- 
tial mining properties to be dealt with, 
A stock «xchange does met-flourish on 
"wild cat" stuff. The San Francisco 
brokers will say that.

national protection ot the American 
Government so far as laws and stat- 
utes are concerned we have only the 
voting privileges granted by the laws 
of Hawaii. 


Until Congress shall otherwise pro- 


vide, no person, whether previously an 
American citizen or not has any power 
to vote In Hawaii on any'subject what- 
soever except in accordance with the 
lawa of Hawaii, and-for the purposes 
which such laws set forth. 


One of the subjects which the Com- 


mission now visiting Hawaii will re- 
port upon and concerning which Con- 
gress in due course will act, is this 
very question of who shall vote, what 
the conditions of voting shall be, and 
what we shall vote for. 


This, and many other questions in 


which we are all vitally interested, will 
come before Congress at its next ses- 
sion and •'probably several succeeding 
Congresses. 


The present Congress is Republican 


in the House of Representatives; In 
the Senate, not quite half is Republic- 
an, while the Democrats and Populists 
together constitute a majority 


Under these circumstances, is it wise 


for Leading citizens here to be declar- 
ing themselves to belong to this, that 
or the other partizan organization' Is 
it not sounder for us to go to Washing- 
ton as a united Hawaii and simply as 
Hawailans, asking as non-partizans 
from all parties in Congress that which 
is fair and just to all' 


It is true that the Republican party 


more than any other has been respon-

gent enterprising, well educated young 
white man, born here, a "missionary," 
and anxious to get upon the soil: 


"I know something about agricul- 


ture, but I need more land for raising 
small crops. I cannot get it on this 
Island, at any moderate price, and in- 
deed not less than an exhorbltant 
price The land subject to natural irri- 
gation is all taken up. Only large 
tracts remain, which are only valuable 
through expensive irrigation works, 
which small farmers cannot afford to 
set up The sugar plantations are rap- 
Idly taking up these lands, apd men 
like myself cannot get them, excepting 
under leases, and on condition that we 
all raise cane. What shall we do? I 
have given up and taken a clerkship " 


The situation then on this Island is 


this, there Is little or no land, suitably 
Irrigated to be obtained by men of 
moderate means The Portuguese have 
steadily made this complaint for sev- 
eral years The only land remaining 
is in large tracts, which require.ex- 
pensive irrigation works. 


These tracts are rapidly passing In- 


to the hands of capitalists and sugar 
planters 
A large and the best part 


of the northern part of this Island Is 
now in the hands of the planters. 


What is to be done a&out it' It Is 


believed by some that American labor 
may be employed on several of 
the 


plantations and such privileges- grant- 
ed them, in the way of houses, and 
garden lands and wages that they will 
be contented and become good citi- 
zens 


What wages will content them, what 


surroundings will be sufficient is an

Someone asked Senator Grimes, the 


war governor of the State of Iowa, 
and a United States. Senator for four 
terms, if the average ability of public 
men was not declining. He replied that 
you could find in nearly every county 1 
In the United States men who would, if 
appointed, make excellent Presidents, 
Senators and statesmen generally. 
Statesmen needed only some common 
sense, he said, and If they had that, 
give them an opportunity, and they 
became famous. 


Secretary Day was an unknown man, 


tone of the many thousands of well 
trained lawyers, possessed of a good 
share of common sense, respected by 
their 'neighbors, and hardly known be- 
yond their county limits. 


President McKinley, his neighbor 


and friend, gave him one of the oppor- 
tunities that Senator Grimes mentions. 
So he at once rose1 to It, acquitted him- 
self well and in a few months became 
favorably known to the whole nation. 
jThe wicked Spaniards gave Dewey an 
opportunity. Does any one believe that 
there are not many men in the navy 
and army who^would have risen to th« 
occasion if the opportunity had been 
offered to any one of them? 


If the inner thoughts of very many 


of the volunteer officers were revealed, 
}t wfll appear that, aside from patriotic 
motives, their enlistment was largely 
due to a desire to find these opportun- 
ities, to secure political advancement 
through the reputation of the soldier. 
' There can be no better comment on 
the entire absence ot class rule in 
American politics than the selection 
% an unknown man Itke Mr. Day to 
acit substantially as Secretary of Stale 
for a nation of 75,000,000 of inhabi- 
tants. There Is no better comment on 
Senator Grimes' remark, made after 
years of observation, that the common 
sense sufficient to administer public 
affairs may be found in every county 
of the United States. 


One of the very beit illustration* of 


the fact that one -community stubborn- 
ly refuses to take on trust the experi- 
ence of another community, however 
valuable that experience may be, iff 
seen in the part perslBtent refusal of 
the British Parliament to enact a law 
allowing a person 
to testify in his own behalf. In other 
words the usages and liablts of the 
British people, like all otBer people, 
are only slowly modified, if at all, by 
reasons and the experience of the peo- 
ple. 


For many years the American States 


have granted this right to persons 
charged with crime. The^best Ameri- 
can jurists, whose opinions are pro- 
foundly respected by British states- 
men, approve of this practice, -but the 
British public untif now has stubborn- 
ly refused to accept their opinions. 
' Wa quoted recently from that re- 
markable book titled "The Crowd," a 
statement to the effect that me'n do 
not act on their reasons, tout on their 
sentiments and habits. And Lord 
Bacon said of men:- "Their discourse 
and speeches are according to their 
learning and infused opinions; 
but 


their deeds are after as they have been 
accustomed." 


When Salmon P. Chase was war 


treasurer under President Lincoln, he 
was 'asked why Congress debated the 
serious financial questions without 
reference to wide experience of -the 
European States. He replied that the 
American people must flrst get Into 
difficulties before they learned 
the 


right way to get out of them, and they 
would take no European experience 
on trust. 


After many years of delay the Brit- 


ish. Parliament has now passed a law 
permitting persons charged with crime 
to testify. British writers declare that 
"it is the greatest legal reform since 
the days of Romilly." This great legal

Captain Mahan says: "At Santiago 


all the dispositions prior to action, and 
for over a month before were made by 
the commander-ln-chlef. A number of 
orders, issued from time to time by 
him,, for the enforcement of the close 
watch of the harbor's mouth, were pub- 
lished in the ^Washington Post of Jwly 
27, and I presume by other journal* -is 
well. There is very strong ground for 
believing that Cervera's attempt to es- 
cape by day Instead of by night—the 
incident of Ms conduct which has been 
most widely censured and is most In- 
explicable—was due to the fact that the 
United States ships kept so close to the 
harbor mouth at night that a dash like 
his, desperate at best, had a better 
chance when the ships were at day dis- 
tanca This was so stated, substantial- 
ly, to Admiral Sampson by the Captain 
of the Colon. If so, the merit of this, 
forcing the enemy to action under dis- 
advantageous conditions—and it is one 
of the highest achievements of military 
art—belongs to the commander-In- 
chief. It was the great decisive feat- 
ure of the campaigot from start to fin- 
ish. Few naval authorities, I imagine, 
will dispute this statement" 


Commodore Schley himself gives the

MR. EDITOR:—Please allow mrsuf- 


flcient space in your columns to con- 
tradict the charges made by "A Rest- 
dent," whose complaint concerning the 
mail service between Pahala and Wai- 
ohinu appeared in your issue of Aug. 
9th. 


I am fully convinced that there is no 


reason'for complaint in this respect. 
To the best of my knowledge the post- 
master general's representative at 
Waiohtnu does his duty in regard to 
ttte Hilo mail service. When a malt 
*rom Hilo is expected, the mail <arrier 
is despatched to Pahala the day before 
its arrival at that, place, so that he 
may return without unnecessary delay 
Now, 
allowing it to be seventeen miles 


from Waiohinn to Pahala, according 
to the estimate made by "A Resident,' 
I would ask any reasonable person it 
it is possible to cover this .distance iu 
less -than five hours, when we :a&e into 
account that the mail carrier, after 
leaving Pahala, must go to Punaluu, 
and from tHpce to Hilea, afterwards 
to Honuapo, thence to Naalehu before 
his 'final arrival at Waiohintt. Anoth- 
er circumstance worthy of considera- 


• tlon is, that -a pack horse must be em- 


ployed for transmitting the mail, 
which, on some occasions is quite large. 
I would ask "A Resident" if he (speak- 
ing with sincerity) would be willing to 
provide horses and deliver the mail at 
Waiohinn regularly in three hours, 
after the' delay caused in vlsicing the 
above mentioned places. If hia answer 
is in the affirmative then the law for 
"cruelty to animals" might be effec- 
tive. But, probably, "A Resident" has 
an axe to grind. 
I have spofcen to several persons, 


who allow that five hours is a very 
reasonable time.

Chinese Commercial Agent Goo Kim 


yesterday presented to the American- 
Hawaiian Commission a memorial re- 
lating to the status of Chinese in Ha- 
waii and their desires with respect to 
laws of this country. The memorial 
comes directly from the United Chin- 
ese Society and is signed by most of 
the Chinese merchants of the town. 
After dwelling at length upon the 
status of the Chinese colony, the me- 
morialists submit the following re- 
quests: 


(a) That in all matters pertaining 


to the ownership of property and in all 
personal rights they shall enjoy the 
same privileges as the citizens or sub- 
jects of the most favored nation, and 
as they have hitherto enjoyed the same 
under the laws of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment. 


(b) That all Chinese who have be- 


come naturalized under the laws of 
Hawaii, and all children born in Ha- 
waii of parents, in whole or in part 
Chinese, be eligible to become citizens 
of the United States of America, on 
taking an oath of allegiance to the 
United States of America. 
t 


(c) That they be permitted the right 


of transit to and from all other parts 
of the United States. 


(d) That in the laws and regula- 


tions affecting the immigration of Chi- 
nese laborers special provision be made 
for the Importation from time to time 
by the owners of rice plantations of a 
limited number of Chinese laborers Co 
work such plantatipna. 


(e) That the Chinese be permitted 


to bring into this country their child- 
ren in China for tie purposes of edu- 
cation or employment, and to sent 
them to China for education or busi- 
ness training for a limited number oi 
years, and also to bring in women of 
good character. 


(f) That the Chinese merchants be 


permitted to import clerks for their 
business establishments. 


(g) That in the matters of taxation 


and Hcenslng.and in the pursuit^f their 
occupations, 
whether 
professional 


mercantile or industrial, no discrimin- 
ation be made against them, and tha 
they be accorded the same privileges 
as are given to other residents in the 
community. 
/ 


(h) That the system of penal labor 


contracts be abolished. 


Following this a long memorandum 


Is presented, setting forth the reasons 
why the Chinese exclusion' laws of the 
United States-should not apply here 
and a tabulated statement of the num- 
ber of Chinese, wealth, amount of taxes 
paid, etc. 
'

Girls Are Urced to Seek Employment-Some 


Work tt Hurt-How Places 


may Be Created. 


(This is the paper of Miss Lewa lokla, 
who has Just graduated from the Nor- 
mal Department of theKamehameha 
School for Girls, of which Miss Ida 
Pope IB principal.) 
What special lines of work are there 


which can be established and made prac- 
tical as Industries for girls of the Ha- 
waiian race? This Is one of the most 
Important questions of the present day In 
Hawaii. 


In larger countries. there are many In- 


dustries for girls and women. Sut here 
there are no employments by which a 
large number of Hawaiian girls are en- 
abled to gain a livelihood. 


There are hundreds of girls'Who are 


being^ educated In private _and public 
schools. 
As education 
advances, 
th 


needs and wants multiply. How art 
these desires to be gratified? In order t 
meet these heeds, there must be pro 
vlded means for an honest livelihood 
These means cannot be secured by goln 
back and living the lives that the forme 
generations have lived; but some ad 
vancement must be made to make an: 
progress. Old conditions pass away; new 
conditions mua% be met. 
. Some young: women of the present gen 
eration wish to live independent live: 
and be supported -by the labor of thel: 
own hands. The only way to secure this 
independence is by dignifying labor. Ther< 
are many of us, too many, I fear, who 
do not consider It a dignified thing to 
labor; scarcely regard it as respectable 
We should be proud of the opportunity 
to work, and not be ashamed of It. If we 
entertain the least feeling of false pride 
in our hearts, we should root it out anc 
destroy it. We should not despise any 
work, however menial it may be, if it 
is honest labor; but should be eager to 
do it. It may be that the lowest work 
which is given to us is but the stepping 
stone to high and noble position. We 
should be but following in the steps of 
our beloved Lord and'Master, who walked 
by the blue sea of Galilee a lowly car- 
penter. 


One of the daily papers has given to 
the public suggestions as to the develop- 
ment of new industries for native girls. 
If these suggestions are practical they 
may be the salvation of many of the 
daughters of Hawaii nei, by bringing in- 
to the lives of these girls who wish to be 
independent, means by which they may 
maintain themselves in honest and use- 
ful ways. 
There are two kinds of industries to be 
considered, industries to supply foreign 
markets and industries for home trade. 
If staple industries could be started' it 
would not be difficult to find markets for 
the prodncts. London, Paris and New 
York are the market places of the world 
and staple articles which are of the best 
quality will not fail to find purchasers 
in these places. 
The editor of the Advertiser favors the 
founding of a school of Horticulture and 
has written editorials on the subject. This 
industry, if practical, would not only fur- 
nish employment in one line, but in diver- 
sified ways, giving occupation to women 
as well: as to men. 
In rsany tropical and semi-tropical 
countries, people engage in the business 
of flower and plant culture, as much as 
men do in the cultivation of sugar cane, 
rice, coffee, bananas and pineapples, and 
special individuals and companies have 
made immense fortunes in these ways. 
The climate of Hawaii nei is well adapt- 
ed to the raising of ferns, palms, fruits 
and many kinds of flowers. Our moun- 
tain sides are covered with a numberless 
variety of ferns. These ferns might be 
cultivated on a large scale, and thus fur. 
nish an industry in themselves, for peo- 
ple in foreign lands would not only be| 
glad, but eager, to buy them for conser- 
vatories and private houses for decorat- 
ing purposes. 
It is probable that San Francisco and 
other cities on the Pacific Coast would 
furnish markets for the ferns and palms: 
so that there would not be an need of 
sending them farther' East. I think I can 
safely say there is not an Hawaiian girl 
who does not love flowers. If we cherish 
the beautiful flowers, we should love to 
cultivate them. Whenever an Hawaiian 
girl goes, the meanest flowers or ferns 
are woven and transformed into beauti- 
ful garlands. 
Might not this love of 
plants be put into, more serviceable use, 
that of earning one's daily bread? 
The manufacture of perfumery, if right- 
ly started, might become a successful 
industry of the Islands. There is a kind 
of flower called by the Hawaiians "kalu." 
but iii science Is; an acacia, which grows 
wild on the Islands. Dr. Lyons, who was 
once a teacher of Oahu College, said: 
"Kalu is the basis of all perfumery. It 
cuTtl-"--'^. tMs plant would be of great 
value Jo perfume makers: and a way of 
distilling the perfume could be found 
which would be cheap enough to bring a 
profit, when sold." 
Othpr things have 
also been mentioned, such as the raisins 
of spices and the vanilla bean. 
A second industry 
which

brought to our notice by the press, and 
In whope favor I shall speak. Is the man- 
ufacture of kld-jrloves. Th" best gloves 
nrf> made from the pklns of Vlds, others 
from sheep, lamb and deer skin*. There 
will always be a demand fnr crloves, a! 
long ns the s'in continue* to phlne and 
the winds to blow. If thl? manufacture 
roiltd be established on tr>e Islands. we 
rould not onlx- furnish the home markets, 
but also send to for«!irn market*. Sheep 
find go.ltB nr" ra'c^d per" In lin;" num- 
bers, but their pklns :ire m>t properly 
cared for.

aider the subject well before taking up 
this work, for It requires severe and rigid 
training: This profession is not an easy 
one. It requires persistent effort and a 
strong constitution to endure nlghta and 
days without sleep. It requires both self- 
control and self-possession. There should 
be a school in Honolulu where Hawaiian 
girts could be trained as nurses. They 
could do much good for their own race 
in this line. We know Hawaiians are 
generally afraid of foreign physicians 
and-medicines, but seeing a nurse of their 
own race would help them to allay or 
cause them to entirely abandon their 
fears. Since last October, under the. wise 
supervision of Mrs. Thompson,' of Ka- 
mehameha, the children of the free kind- 
ergartens have, twice a week, .received 
the attention and care of nurses. The 
assistants have been Hawaiian girls. 
Another Industry which would be of 
great benefit to the young women of Ha- 
waii nei is that of laundry work. Iti 
earlier days, our grandmothers and great- 
grandmotKers used to take in washing 
and ironing. They were not ashamed to 
do this. We know that their education 
and bringing up were different from ours; 
still our securing 'a better 
education 
ought not to make us despise honest 
labor. This story was once told in my 
presence: A young woman who possessed 
a fine intellect and rare ability was) grad- 
uated with high honors from one of the 
best colleges. She, not caring to enter in- 
to the overcrowded profession of a school 
teacher, decided to take up laundry work. 
After visiting many laundry establish- 
ments in Europe and studying the busi- 
ness very carefully, she returned home, 
and'started in and superintended the es- 
tablishment, which in time became pros- 
perous. There are many people here who 
are anxious to get some one who can do 
up their fine dresses for them. They do 
not like to give them to the laundrymen 
here, but are only too glad to give them 
to some one whom they can trust and 
who will ask reasonable prices for them. 
I have spent many years in boarding 
schools and have seen some ct the best 
ironing done by Hawaiian girls. I know 
that they are very capable in this branch 
of work; and I do not think it is stating 
too mucfi when I say, that should this 
industry be started on the Islands, the 
work done by the Hawaiian girls In this 
line cannot Be surpassed by any girls of 
other nationalities. The daughters of Ha- 
waii nei have a delicate and magic touct> 
If they are trained in the right way. 
There are other things which the Ha- 
waiian girls can do, sewing, housekeep- 
ing, nursing of children, weaving and 
fancy work; but there is sharp competi- 
tion between the Hawaiian women and 
the women of other nationalities 
The sewing department of Kawaiahao 
Seminary has been carried on seven years 
and has been the means of support to a 
number of pupils trained in this depart- 
ment. Dressmaking might prove a suc- 
cessful industry for a few girls, but not 
for the majority; because the Hawaiian 
women cannot compete with the Ameri- 
can and European women. The women 
of these nationalities have learned the 
needle art for many generations, but the 
Hawaiians are just entering the field. 
Housekeeping was once a chief employ- 
ment of Hawaiians, but now this has 
died out and Asiatics have taken their 
places. Is It too late for the Hawaiians 
o regain these places? Have the Asia- 
Ics crowded them out altogether? There 
are girls who are and have been trained 
n boarding schools as housekeepers. Can 
hese girls enter the field, and wttl they 
be willing to take up the work with these 
men and women whose fathers and moth- 
ers for generations back have been train- 


successful indus- 
. „ 
. A few can earii 
a living by it. Weaving done by Hawal- 
ans is beautiful and artistic, and com- 
mands fair nrices. There is always a 
eady sale for a well made Hawaiian fan, 
r mat, hat or basket. 
Since this subject of Hawaiian indus- 
tries has been brought before .the consid- 
ration of the public, two steps have 
jeen taken in the right direction. A «e- 
artment of agriculture is to be Intro- 
uced In the course of study in the Gov- 
rnment Normal School and also in the 
Kamehameha Manual. These steps are 
taken for the benefit of the boys espec- 
ally. Cannot something be done for the 
enefit of the girls? Is it the duty of 
he public or of the private school to-do 
this? It is unquestionably the duty of 
oth. It is the duty of the community 
n the Interest it ought tojiave in train- 
ng the youth for practical life work in 
iie public schools; and it is the duty of 
he private school to advance both the 
ntellectual and practical sides 
of 
a 
hild's life. There is objection to this; 
as many of the private schools have not 
ie money to organize such Industries. 
Bernice Pauahl Bishop has richly en- 
owed the Kamehameha School for Girls. 
Would It not be working according to 
er wishes if a. part of this sum be ex- 
ended in starting Industries by which the 
rirls would be able to get means of sup- 
ort after they leave school? In start- 
rig these industries will not be an easy 
ask. A great amount of money Is need- 
d and also men and women who have an 
bundance of practical business ability, 
nd who have keen foresight. Deep think- 
and planning are essential in this mat- 
er. It may take a long time to start 
hese industries, but they can be started 
•hen the competent persons are found. 
If these Industries become a realization 
or Hawaiian girls, are we ready and 
willing to take hold of the work, what- 
ver it may be, and do It to the best of 
ur ability? It lies with us to decide, 
hall we not make an effort ourselves 
o forward these industries and not leave 
II for others to do? 
If the moral and social progress of the

Imp to do It. Let us not leave our part 
f the work undone.

It was about 3:30 p. m. when Sena- 


tor Baldwin, who acted,-as presiding 
officer, introduced Commissioner Cul- 
lom, whose careful and thoughtful de- 
livery made a fine impression. Among 
many things,\he stated that the an- 
nexation of Hawaii to the United 
States was not a war measure, but a 
change made after long and thorough 
consideration and was a permanent 
one. 
The Commission was to seek the 
greatest good for every section of the 
United States to. the prejudice of none. 


Congressman Hitt's oratory was 


more in a humorous vien. He also 
emphasized the permanency of annex- 
ation, declaring that the great nation 
of the United States—perhaps the 
greatest on earth—would rather spend 
a 'billion dollars and fit out a thousand 
warships than lose the tiniest frag- 
ment of territory. He congratulated 
the people of Hawaii upon annexation, 
for the government o£ a small, petty 
nation was always liable to . many 
changes and revolutions, 'but that of a 
mighty nation, like the United States, 
never changes. The purpose of the 
Commission was to arrange a govern- 
ment here which should -be in harmony 
with the whole nation of which the 
Hawaiian Islands were now a part. 
For that reason the Commissioners 
were a constant interrogation 
point, 


seeking information from all sources. 


Judge Frear, after complimenting 


Makawao people, requested that since 
the |rreat people of the United States 
were willing to do so much, for the.Ha- 
waiian people, they should do their 
part and should meet them half way.

WHAT FARMING PROSPECTS ARE 


Coffee-Little or No Land Available 


Just Now-System-No Field for 


; Land Speculation—Dont'a. 


Commission of Public Lands, 
Honolulu, H« L, Aug. 26, 1898V 


EDITOR P. C. ADVERTISER. 


Sir:—The natural interest taken In 


Hawaiian matters by the people of tbe 
Great' Republic, and the tendency 
which exists w^th many of look if or 
great and golden opportunities in the 
distance, is apt to tempt to these Isl- 
ands a considerable number of people 
who are ill informed, or not at all in- 
•formed, of true conditions here, and 
many of whom must be disappointed. 
x It is with the desire to 'clearly set 
forth the conditions at least as far as 
regards the public lands of the Islands, 
that I ask for a little space in your 
paper, in the hope that the statements 
made may come to the attention of 
some of those intending to try their 
fortunes in Hawaii. 


First it should be noted that Hawaii 


is not a "new" country with great un- 
broken areas of public lands awaiting, 
the settler. For .half a century a de- 
finite system of land division and own- 
ership has existed,, and for that long 
period transactions in public and priv- 
ate lands have steadily taken place as 
in all civilized countries. The policy 
of selling lands outright for cash at 
low figures, and of making long leases 
of large tracts, .was steadily carried out 
from the early "fifties" until the date 
of the Land Act of 1895, and the result 
is easily Inferred. A large portion of 
what might be called the "cream" of 
the Government lands had at the latter 
date passed into the hands of private 
owners, and long leases have been 


' made covering the most valuable Gov- 
ernment and Crown^ lands, many of 
which leases are still in force. It was 
to conserve and devote to the use ot 
"bona fide" settlers the remaining pub- 
lic land, that the Land Act of 1895 was 
passed,'which Act, eminently suited to 
the conditions- of the case, is in force 
at this date. .. -, 
. 


To carry out the purpose of this Act, 


public lands have as test as practicable 
been divided and opened up. As there 
has been for the past |w.o. years a keen 
demand for such lands', both on the 
part of old residents of the country and 
of new comers, it has. followed that all 
tracts have been taken up aa soon as 
opened, and at the present date there is 
practically no land ready for the occu- 
pation of any considerable number,of 
new comers. The survey work which 
over 
rough 
mountain 
lands and 


through dense tropical Jungle, is at all 
times a laborious and 'slow process, 


. was Interrupted at the end of 1897 by 


the exhaustion of appropriations for 
that purpose, and has. only been re- 
cently resumed upon the passage of 
new appropriations. It is inevitable 
that some time must elapse before ne- 
cessary surveys can be completed. The 
new'lands are off the lines of travel; 
much difficulty is encountered in-pro- 
jecting roads to reach them and the 
task all around, is a difficult one which 
one unfamiliar with the country can 
not easily estimate. 


The lands laid out and disposed of 


since the date of the 1895 Land Act 
have been those portions most favor- 
ably situated, and those remaining are 
of course still further removed from 
centers of population and 
lines of 


travel. To settle upon and to .improve 
such lands js no "soft snap." 


To residents of the Islands it is well 


known, but for the information of 
others it is necessary to state that, as 
far as cane lands and sugar cultiva- 
tion is concerned, there is practically 
no opening except for large capitalists, 
and for few, if any, of those. 


The field is occupied by those who 


for forty years have been developing 
this -industry, extending and consoli- 
dating their interests. 


The low lying flat land of the country 


with abundant water supply, a consid- 
erable part of the whole, is wholly oc- 
cupied by rice or taro planters, who 
have engaged in those planting occu- 
(patlons for many years. 


There doea remain still, a consider- 


able area to be disposed of aa surveys 
are completed and as old leases ex- 
pire, principally of lands suited to 
coffee cultivation and small farming. 


With reference to -lands suited to 


coffee cultivation it may be Mid, thidt 
tbe same are'in general forest and bush 
lands, requiring much labo» and ex- 
pense in clearing. Being in general, 
away from present main lines of travel, 
they are at a disadvantage as regard! 
roads, and it i» inevitable that for some 
time, trails more or less rough, mutt 
take the place of wagon roads. For 
the development of a coffee planta- 
tion evea of moderate sice, capital it 
needed. Good intention* and industry 
alone win not suffice. 


At far as I am able to learn tbe ex- 


pense of purchasing, clearing, planting 
and caring; for a coffee plantation dur- 
ing the five years necessary to produce 
paying crop* 1* not leas than from (150 
to f 200 per acre, and with thla must go 
all tbe careful management without 
•which expenditure is of little avail. 
Drawbacks of varirms kind? are com- 
mon to sll ftgrlrmlinral enterprises, and 
fluctuation ih prices prevails, in the 
coffee market fts «-P!) AS AS '.n others. 


As to puisl) farminit it may be said. 


that *h..r!e an admirable climate and 
fertile Mil would probably ensue to an 
indutrion* peraon all that would b* 


tor kit own vostenax*, ike 


cult one to answer.' The local market 
ia easily supplied and is 'in fact rea- 
sonably well supplied at the present 
time. What future demands will be 
or what new" crops may be profitably 
grown, it would be, dangerous to pre- 
dict. 


Experience, economy, and hard work 


will have much the same value that at- 
taches to those qualities elsewhere. In 
other words, this IB no agricultural 
"Klondike" where nuggets lie about 
loose. The condition here is much the 
same at the present time as in other 
prosperous civilized countries. 


WitBf every desire to encourage and 


assist any one seeking to find or bet- 
ter his fortune in Hawaii, I would'still 
aay: 


Don't come as a sort of forlorn hope, 


without experience, without money, 
trusting to good luck. Good luck is as 
shy here as across the water. 


Don't come to plant coffee without 
necessary: capital. 


Don't expect to find a country where 


hard: work, care and economy are not 
necessary. 
' 
' 


Won't come without getting all reli- 


able/information that you can in ad- 
vance. 
. 


Don't come within, the next six 


months, for surveys must be made of 
lands to be opened. 


Don't come to speculate in land, tor 


the present-Land Act was intended to 
prevent that, and accomplishes its pur- 
pose fairly well. 


But if yon wish to come after fully 


considering the matter, and can bring 
experience and energy, with enough 
capital to insure you against any dan- 
ger of want, and enable yon to study 
the situation oh the ground 
before 


maKing a final decision, it is.safe to 
say that you will be welcome, and what 
has been a kindly country to others, 
may prove so to you.

Rep. Hitt Speaks of These 


Great Undertakings. 


Canal Construction Assured—Voy- 


age of thb Oregon—Cable and 


Political Aspect of Subsidies. 


"Among the most important results 


of annexation," says Representative 
Hitt, "will be the building of the Nic- 
aragua Canal: The feeling of the whole 
country on the subject has been vague- 
ly favorable. 
Both parties have in- 


corporated planks in their platforms 
favoring its construction, and neither 
lias had the courage to stand up to the 
platform. Now, however, the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii, the facts of the war, 
and the voyage of the Oregon make it 
absolutely essential and assure its con- 
struction. 


"I have received a dozen memorials

AH other 
reasons in favor of the cable have been 
unanswerable, if I couple with tne on/ 
jection I have named one which* was 
inseparable from it, that of subsidizing 
a company to build and maintain it 


:"The political aspect of subsidies is 


unchanged; properly used, they are of 
great value, but as the recipients 
of 


these subsidies have so often abused 
them, and have often grossly misused 
the properties 'they were destined to 
create, the Government has become 
distrustful of'their expediency. This 
distrust has stood in the way of a 
cable to the Hawaiian Islands. I have 
no doubt now that the Government will 
build the cable, or at least require euch 
a guarantee of the contracting com- 
pany as would make it merely an in- 
strument in the Government's hands, 
with the possibility of. possession vest- 
ing the United States at any moment 
it might be'deaired."

It Is stated on excellent authority 


that Manager Lowrle, of Evrti planta- 
tion, will bring back with him from 
the States no less than twenty-five 
American families as a nucleus for the 
colony U is proposed to establish on 
the great sugar estate near tSe city. 
There -has been -much, correspondence 
upon the matter and the men on the 
Mainland candidates for the opportun- 
ity are much more numerous than the 
present scope of plans require. The 
scheme is for the new settlers to have 
homesteads and to grow cane and .sell 
the same to the Ewa company at a 
good price. . They will practically en- 
gage .Jn co-operative farming and at 
the same time have independent homes. 


For a number of yeara some of the 


heaviest holders in the stock shares of 
Ewa plantation have been In favor of 
making the experiment here outlined. 
The matter once went so far as to have 
the labor commissioner of the State'of 
California visit the Islands. The mis- 
sion of this official was both misunder- 
stood and misstated. The cry was is- 
'iued that white men were to be pitted 
against coolies and no hearing could 
te had for reason. Now that annexa- 
tion has been accomplished and. many 
American-farmers wish to come to the 
Islands, the earnest effort thwarted -by 
agitators has been resumed and a fair 
trial will be had of the plans of omen 
who have given much thought to the 
problem of labor generally. 


Attorney 
General Wm. O. Smith', 


since bis return last Sunday from 'Ha- 
waii and Maui, is more than ever in 
•favor of a Governmental policy that 
will insure roada through the Island 
tracts that are to be opened for settle- 
ment Mr. Smith says it is absolutely 
necessary to have main and tributary 
lines through such lands as those at 
Olaa for Instance. The forest there is 
something appalling when once close- 
ly inspected and a Journey half a mile 
off'the road is an exploration. The 
idea of the Attorney General is that 
.provision -must be made by either the 
Hawaiian Government or the authori-- 
ties at Washington for roads through 
the 30,000 or 40,000 acres on Hawaii 
that can be made available for settle-* 
ment so soon as the surveys now under 
way are completed.

a New Machine, 


Honolulu has a veritable Edison In 


the person of A\ Wintersteln,'an elec- 
trician of. the 'Hawaiian' Electric Co. 
This man; a Prussian >by birth, has 
lived quietly here since the palmy day*; 
of Dr. George 
P.- Trousseau, with 


whom be once studied and worked. 
For many years he has devoted nls 
spare moments to electrical experi- 
ments and invention. In that time 'he 
-has manufactured any number of bat- 
teries of various 'kinds for medicinal 


His latest Idea also inclines to the 


medical line. It is a battery of grad- 
uated force and so constructed that any 
part of the system can be reached. At- 
tached to it is a 'Roentgen X-Ray for 
examining the parts prior to treatment. 
In the past three or four evenings num- 
erous scientific and medical people 
have visited Mr. Winterstein's quart- 
ers on Alakea street, to examine the 
invention. They have found a double 
wheel of nonconducting material, with 
metal flaps and brushes and a crank, 
which, upon being turned, sets the 
electricity into action.
